The new bullet is known in Hurope as 
the ‘Spitz’ bullet: was Originally de- 
signed by the French, ana soon adopted 
by the Germans. Our own ordnance de- 
partment last yeur made an exhaustive 
set of experiments to test its worth, 
and decided in its favor. 

United States Making Bullets. 

None are in use in our military service 
at present, because it is not deemed 
well to issue them until a_ sufficient 
supply is on hand for the entire army. 
The manvfacture is going on, as rapidiy 
as the cartridge makers of the coun- 
try can meet the demands of the war 
department, and it is estimated that 
within six months the new shell will be 
ready for issue. 

The physical properties of the new 
ball, “as compared with the old, are 
marked by lightness and extreme sharp- 
ness. It weighs 150 grains, whereas 
the present standard bullet weighs 220 
grains. It is (projected by 51.5 grains 
of nitroglycerine powder, while the old 
ball used only 42 grains, so this com- 
bination of increased powder charge 
and decreased weight of projectile re- 
sults in an increase of the velocity of 
the ball from 2,200 feet per second for 
the old ball, to 2,800 feet for the new.

recognized that the putting into ef-

The roads have represented to the 
commission that it is highly injudi- 
cious; that the changes are drastic 
and in some respects impractical. Rail- 
rcad men say the continuance of rail- 
rcad statistics will be seriously inter- 
fered with and it will be impossible to 
make comparisons necessary to con- 
tirued economical operation. 
Whether or not the commission 
spall decide to grant an extension of 
time for the putting into effect of the 
new plan is immaterial. The same 
protests and similar objections will 
be framed whenever the order is 
made effective. 

The plan of the commission pro- 
vides that railway accounts on all 
roads shall be kept in a uniform way. 
The classification of operating ex- 
penses is specified, so that in future 
it will be possible to tell exactly 
what the actual expenses of running 
the road are. Permanent improve- 
ments and betterments will be put in 
a separate column. The commission 
will permit a road to subdivide its 
operating expenses according to states 
cr according to individual lines, if it 
may prefer. A road will also be per- 
mitted to maintain for twelve months, 
ir. addition to the operating expense 


their present system of accounting re- 
lating to the same subject as they 
may deem desirable. This does not 
relieve them from keeping the new 
accounts, but permits them for twelve 
months to keep both. Thus the objec- 
tion of making statistical comparisons 
is met. 

The roads are considering the mat- 
ter from all sides, and they appear to 
be less pleased with the prospect of 
keeping accounts that investors and 
stockholders and ‘the public may com- 
prehend and compare the nearer the 
time approaches for putting it into 
effect.

In many instances, 
unfortunitely, these trespasseré aré 
children. 

On ths Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific in 1906, 134 trespassers were kill- 
ed and %3 injured. Most of the tres- 
passers were killed and injured while on 
tracks. General Manager F. B. Harri- 
man, of the IHinois Central, killed 124 
persons ind injured 50 persous while 
they were walking on the tracks or loit- 
ering. Along the Illinois Central county 
and municipal authorities almost inva- 
riably refuse to care for the injured and 
crippled, unless ‘the same be a resident 
of the county or municipality. A num- 
ber of suits have been successfully pros- 
ecuted against the Illinois Central by 
trespassers who claim to have been push- 
ed or kicked off trains while in motion. 

The direct cost to railroads is in stop-

This resolution left it discretionary 
with the board, however, as to wheth- 
er they would be issued after being 
voted.

Bible Sacred to Jews. 

“The Bible, which is sacred to Jew 
and Gentile alike, states it explicitly 
that the people of Israel are forever 
covenanted to God as his own chosen 
servants; also that to the patriarchs 
the divine assurance was given fre- 
peatedly that through them and their 
seed all the families of the earth shall 
be blessed. And is it not true to this 
very day? Is it not all borne out by 
fact? 

‘You tell me of a land or clime that 
is uninhabited by the sons of Judah 
and I will show you rrght then and 
there the land that is a wasie and 
desolation. 

“Indeed, it were the greatest calam- 
ity for the world at large were the 
Jew to disappear from the earthly 
scene. Take away the Jew, and you 
remove the most dominant factor in 
the unbuilding and uprffting of states 
and nations. This much from a ma- 
terial point of view. But now let us 
understand that the Jew was and is 
needed for a still higher purpose, thac 
is, for the spiritual regeneration of the 
world, the final recognition of the all-

that is, less given to dogma, and we

his ordinary share. - His contribution to 
the happiness of man, consisting of the 
great constitution of Sinai; the first ex- 
ample of freedom; the purest concepti 
of a God who is the Creator and Ruler 
of all, form a far more beneficial con- 
tribution to humanity’s cause than any 
other thing in existence. 

‘“‘Now, indeed, I do not mean to play a 
sort of Jewish jingoism, to praise our- 
selves up to the skies, and say there is 
nothing like myself, nothing like my 
own. I have herewith a different object 
in view, and that is to dempnstrate the 
fact that the Jew, as a distinct race, is 
a necessity. The Divine Artificer wh)? 
has made everything in this vast uni- 
verse, ang assigned to everyone of then 
its peculiar genus, type and line of ac- 
tion, He hath made Israel to be so dls: 
tinct and separate as a ‘people tha 
dwelleth alone.’ 

Separate Sphere of Action. 

“Go out to the fields on a day. tike 
this; study, investigate every land,-coa- 
template on every species of harb, exar:.- 
ine into every single species of vegeta- 
tion which lives and breathes and main- 
tains its being under heaven, ang you 
will find each to be possessed of a dis- 
tinet genus, each to live its own lifs, 
and to follow its own lineage after its 
own kind. No matter how insignificant 
the difference between one another, it is 
nevertheless far enough to form some 
reasonable distinction. The Talmud sci- 
entifically expresses it in the following 
words: ‘No kingdom. is. made to inter- 
vene with any other even so much ag a 
hair’s breadth.

signed its own sphere of action; each 
one is given a special function, and is 
directed to yield up a certain task.’ 
“Some tell us we have read Darwin, 
kKan@ and Spencer, and we are now con- 
vinced that the whole of creation is 
nothing but a ‘process of evolution.’ W- 
shall no longer read the mysteries of 
nature in any such thing as religion; bu 
to be honest, we shall admit the sense 
of justice within man. But will those 
philosophers ever be able to accounc 
for what they call the ‘sense of justicg, 
the ethical mkture within men, or ths 
intellectual quality of the human spe- 
cies? And will Darwinism endure for- 
ever? Will it not soon give way to any 


other fad or fancy? : 

“While it is the opinion of certa'n 
scholars that the theory of evolution 
does not militate against the teachings 
of the Bible, thefe are those, on ths 
other hand, who maintain that nature's 
variety of beings is unalterable, and all 
of.them are begetting seed after thei: 
own kind, and never changing one inrvo 


another. 
“Whether the theory of evolution can 


be sustained from any point of view is 
a matter stil] open to question. WNat- 
ural philosophy will yet have a troudice 
some task to prove how beings of th; 
lower order could grow into those of th? 
higher. species, and why the transforma- 
tion of a plant into an animal doeg not 
take place today! As it is, we behold 
that existing things remain distigcet 
from each other, every species within 
its own fixed limits, and which goes t: 
show that it is an ordering, not a pr>- 
moting power, that creates and preserves 
every kind in its individual entity, aod 
preserves also nature as a whole. And 
this mysterious power which governs na- 
ture and preserves everything therein, 


has ordained man to be distinguishe1 | 


above the animal kingdom, and has by 
a special dispensation separated Israe} 
from the whole of the human specieg for 
a ‘covenant of people and light of na- 
tions,’ to serve His will, to propaga-:e 
His truth, so testify to His divine reve. 
lation on Sinai, by the silent testimony 
of its peculiar existence as a people thai 
a@welleth alone. 
Mark of Distinction. : 
“Let me say, that individualism is 
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in men. There is, perchance, no in- 
dividualism in a flock of sheep and 
where the chance ie&ders iead there 
they all rollow. But different is the 
Situation where actions are govgrned 
by sane and sound reasoning. Kach 
Or the various sections of thinking 
numanity torms a dominating power 
in itself and is entitied to speciai con- 
sideration. Each individual mind 
recommends itself to the especial re- 
spect of all. A proper regard for the 
individuality 6f others is the main and 
only purpose of civilization, and, as 
i have remarked in my iate address, 
the-main and only object of the deca- 
logue. .

“Look to the situation im 
where liberty, we might say, is still 
in its process of fermentation, ASK 
yon. reactionaries, biind upnoiders or 
a tottering throne, and they will tell 
you that tule Jew is responsible for aim 
the troubled conditions there; that 
the Jew is a naurally-born lbertine, 
a reckiess character,*bent upon out- 
rgoting all pfinciples of government 
and law.

I think in fifteen days 
they will be dead. I have been advised 
to cut them for hay, and some of my 
neighbors say they would be afraid to 
feed them to stock.
